Davis Had $2,000,000 Public 
Sale Year 

Western and Central Field- 
man E. T. Davis had the bus- 
iest year of his life. His ac- 
tivities were largely along 
the line of attending public 
sales for most of the year, 
79 sales being attended, 3,- 
662 head of cattle being sold 
in his territory at public auc- 
tion. General average of 
sales attended was $538.80, 
and highest average $2,626.- 
85. At private sale $90,000 
worth were sold, total busi- 
ness of public sales attended 
amounting to $2,001,108.39, 
with $1,944,633.39 being the 
amount for public sales in his 
territory. Mr. Davis attend- 
ed meetings and fairs in 
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Minnesota, South and North Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, Wisconsin, 
Kansas, Missouri, Colorado and Illinois. He has sold cattle to 
Uruguay, the Phillipines, Canada and California. 


Dr. Lowe Has Big Year 


Dr. C. D. Lowe’s report follows, indicating as Dr. Huggins re- 
marked at the annual meeting that “Doc” Lowe has children grow- 
ing up who don’t know him.” R 

“I have not been able to carrry out all of my plans for breed advance- 
ment, as outlined to you last year, because I found my already too large terri- 
tory greatly increased when I returned to take up my second season’s work. It 
was my intention to carry on a more general systematic campaign than has been 
possible, in co-operation with oiher live stock extension authorities in the terri- 
tory, largely State and Federal workers. I may state that the co-operation re- 
ceived from these parties has been splendid, as a rule. Their assistance has en- 
abled the breed to get a foot-ho!ld in many new localities. The “pure bred sire” 
campaign now being conducted throughout the territory at the suggestion of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture affords an excellent opportunity to put forth 
the merits of our breed as the best method of eliminating the native scrub cattle; 
especially of the cotton South. 

“To enumerate the work that has been done through the boys and girls 
calf clubs would take too much space, but suffice to say full advantage is being 
taken to allow the breed to exhibit its merits to the embryonic cattlemen and 
cattle-women of the territory. Especially good work has been done along this 
line in the following states: Florida, due to the effort of J. J. Logan the Florida 
National Bank of Jacksonville, financed a successful club of 25 members; in 
Georgia the work was limited to five counties, each of which had clubs of ten 
or more members and all were successful; Tennessee, North Carolina, Ohio, 
Texas, Oklahoma and Mississippi also made good records. 

‘Steps have been taken in the following states to place foundation herds 
of the breed on their State College farms; Massachusetts, Kentucky, Virginia, 
Tennessee, and Florida. Quite a number of the States already have representa- 
tive herds. A bull was added to the holding of the South Carolina College during 
the year; and the State Agricultural School at Jonesboro, Arkansas, has, in co- 
operation with the U. S. Bureau of Animal Industry, established an experimental 
breeding herd on the College farm. 

“The year was certainly the most successful one in our breed’s history 
in America and the statistics to follow will show that this territory contributea 
her part to the making of this record. 


Inspection of Herds 


“During the year I have inspected pure bred herds located in the follow- 
ing states: Tennessee, Virginia, North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida, 
Texas, Oklahoma, Arkansas, Ohio, New York, Indiana, Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
Illinois, Missouri and Iowa. Many of them were visited several times in connec- 
tion with the filling of orders, making sale selections or suggesting improvements. 


Meetings Attended : 

“General live stock meetings were attended in the following states: 
Mississippi, Arkansas, North Carolina, Tennessee and Louisiana. Breed meetings 
were attended in Alabama, Ohio (two), Missouri, Oklahoma, Mississippi, Arkansas, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Iowa, Massachusetts and Illinois. 


Breed Associations 

“Breed Associations of state-wide character were formed in Tennessee, 
North Carolina and Ohio, and existing breed organization meetings were attend- 
ed in Alabama, Missouri, Oklahoma, Ohio, Mississippi and Arkansas. 

Fairs and Other Shows 

“IT attended the following fairs and shows: Ohio State Fair; Memphis, 
(Tenn.) Tri-State Fair; Eastern States Exposition at Springfield; Chattanooga 
Inter-State Fair; Ft. Worth Breeders and Feeders Show; the Southwest American 
Exposition at Okiahoma City; the Southeastern Fair at Atlanta; the East Tennes- 
see Division Fair at Knoxville; and the International Live Stock Exposition at 
Chicago. The exhibits of our breed at the various shows were a decided improve- 
ment over any previous year. Creditable herds were on exhibition at eight or ten 
places where practically nothing had shown before. Many additional local breec- 
ers are beginning to sense the importance of showing their cattle, as indicated, 
by several new herds on the circuits this year, and plans for even more next year. 
Our breed has won premier honors nearly every time out in the Steer shows. The 
winnings include the single classes at the Florida State Fair, at the Virginia State 
Fair, at the New York State Fair, at the Texas State Fair, and at the Oklahoma 
State Fair; the carlots at the Kentucky State Fair (both fat and feeder) and at 
the Buffalo Fat Stock Show and steer herd at the Eastern States Exposition. 

“Our steers have continued to “top” the open markets as they have done 
ever since the breed was introduced into the territory. West Tennessee steers 
sold at $17.25 at East St. Louis in August and the Mississippi record of $17.70 on 
the same market remains unbroken during the year. 

Public Sales 

“IT have attended auction sales distributed as follows: Tennessee, Missouri 
and Iowa, six each; Alabama and Illinois, four each; Oklahoma, three; Ohio, two; 
and North Carolina, Arkansas, Mississippi, Louisiana and Massachusetts, one each. 
The forty-eight public sales held in my territory distributed 2088 lots of cattle, 
which sold for a total sum of $574,655.00, an average of $275.21 per head. This is 
nearly as much public sale business as was conducted in the whole United States 
during the year 1917. The highest average scored was $1088, on forty-three lots 
by C. D. & E. F. Caldwell of Missouri; however, the average of $1045.83 made on 
fifty-four lots by E. L. Hampton of Tennessee, -probably indicates better the ad-

Publicity Work on Aberdeen-Angus 

“The second year’s work of your Assistant Secretary, reports F, H, Hig. 
gins, has for the first half of the year been largely a matter of extending the 
activities for which foundations were laid and beginnings made in the first year, 
a report of which you already have. The latter half of the fiscal year has been 
largely devoted to the editorial end of the new breed publication, THE ABER. 
DEEN-ANGUS JOURNAL. 

_ “In the distribution of the Journal, a great share of the publicity actiy. 
ities that have heretofore been in the hands of the Association are now put 
onto the shoulders of the company which is financing and publishing the Journal, 
Coming at a time when all classes of paper and pritinng are at record levels and 
still going up, the cutting down of this expensive, but necessary, item offers an 
opportunity to retrench on many items of publicity in this line and branch out 
in other lines that need developing. 

“Important items in this line are the organization of county and district 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associations to aid every neighborhood having a few 
progressive breeders to get on its feet, and co-operating with County Agents, 
stimulate interest in the breed and at the same time strengthen the fabric of the 
State and National organizations of which they are a part. Your Assistant 
Secretary has already taken part in the organization of four such associations 
the past year, and several more are scheduled for attention. 

“In handling the editorial end of the new breed organ, the fact that this 
publication is not only the only breed paper for the Aberdeen-Angus, but there 
are over 5300 members of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association to 
serve, and there are at least four times as many non-members outside the ranks 
of the membership ready to be convinced, has been kept in mind in gathering 
together the matter which twice a month goes into the making of the Journal. 
Realizing that the BEST bred paper was the ONLY breed paper to set forth to 
the world the merits and doings of the Aberdeen-Angus, and that a united sub 
scription list and advertising field was necessary for the. benefit of the breed, 
we have scrupulously avoided all politics and have hewed to the line in getting 
together with the co-operation of Fieldmen and breeders a paper which we hoped 
would reflect the glory of the ‘‘Doddie’ to foreign fields as well as to the local 
points on the U. S. compass. The handicaps of editing a paper published at a 
distance have not all been overcome but such difficulties are gradually being 
overcome. 

“The balancing of the feeding end with the breeding in this paper while 
not all that we hope for, we believe is still better than shown by any other breed 
paper. We have attempted to give the ‘Little fellow’ as much publicity as poss- 
ible, and with the aid of the cameras, we are gradually enlarging this work with 
what appears to be good effect. Eventually, we hope to have a correspondent at 
each of the eighteen leading U. S. markets to report news of live stock market 
tops carrying Aberdeen-Angus blood furnishing pictures. As an aid to swinging 
over the men who feed cattle for the market, it seems to your servant that such 
reports getting onto the tables of live stock commission men and county agents 
will have a stimulating effect in a few years. 

“Another department to-which we have keen able to give an importance 
not shown by any other breed paper is the boys and girls calf clubs. Eventually, 
these youngsters, the cream off the farm youth of the country, will be the breed- 
ers of beef cattle. These calf club contests are being won by boys with black 
calves and the packers are paying premiums for their black calves. The Journal 
in recognizing this fact and giving it the widest publicity, is we believe, perform: 
ing a real service to the breed. 

“In carrying on our regular lines of publicity already begun, some 67 
papers covering every area of the U. S. and Canada have been used in the past 
year. Co-operating with this paid advertising and backing it up, has been a free 
service of photographs, news items, special articles, electros, half tones and mats, 
which have been used in increasing volume by farm papers, daily papers and 
magazines. Experts have rated this space at a valuation of some $12,000 the 
past year. a 
“Better sire, anti-scrub and pure bred sire campaigns have been followed 
ap and taken advantage of in various states and sections. Some thirty daily 
papers of Wisconsin were used for. paid advertising and free readers in such @ 
sampaign last winter, and the showing of Aberdeen-Angus calves at the Wisconsin 
Junior show at Madison recently showed direct gains in several instances from 
shat campaign. One of the boys bought a herd of pure breds and next year will

The display of Aberdeen-Angus formed one of the outstanding features of 
the show, for both in the class for Yearling Steers and Yearling Heifers numbers 
and quality were up to a pre-war standard, and it was only in the Two-year-old 
classes that there were apparent some of those difficulties which had to be faced 
by feeders in getting ready for the resumption of the Smithfield shows. 

There was an entry of half a dozen Yearling Steers, and an exceedingly 
nice class they formed. The judges had, however, no difficulty in finding their 
favorite in the nineteen-month-old Clarence of Dalmore, the youngest in the class. 
His weight of 9 cwt. 3ar. 3 lb. was rather against him, but he was full of quality, 
and the Scottish National breed champion was accordingly given his first step 
towards promotion at the leading fat stock show of the world. Following him 
came a beautifully bodied steer from Mr. J. J. Cridlan, of a nice blocky type, 
though not of the same quality as the Ross-shire steer, shown by Mr. Perrins. 
The Maisemore steer was bred by Mr. MacRae, by Eldon of Ballindalloch, and out 
of a cow by Everlasting of Ballindalloch, and at twenty months he gave a return 
of 10 ewt. 13 Ib. At Birmingham he had rather got lost sight of, only coming 
in for a commended place. Mr. Fletcher was third, occupying the same position 
as at Birmingham, with a steer which in point of his top line was perhaps the 
superior of either of the two placed in front of him, but not so well furnished in 
other respects. The Duke of Portland’s second prize Birmingham steer came 
fourth, and a couple of entries from the Duke of Richmond and Gordon’s herd. 

Of Two-year-old Steers there were only two entries. Lieut. Col. Bell, 
Bourne, was first with a big, massive ox by Jock of Morlich, weighing 15 ewt. 11 
lb., while the other entry was a 12%4 ewt. steer shown by the Earl of Durham. 

Eight entries in the 
Yearling Heifer class consti- 
tuted one of the best divis- 
ions of the show. Mr. 
Bailey-Hawkins retained his 
Norwich and Birmingham 
place with his very pretty 
natural fleshed heifer Pride 
5th of Stagenhoe, by the 
Highland and Royal winning 
sire Mulben Elector, and out 
of Pride 3d of Ruthven, by 
Earl Echo of Ballindalloch. 
She is a heifer of great 
wealth, with any amount of 
width, and a splendid cover 
all over her. On parade she 
proved quite captivating, 
but when she stands she is 
inclined to dip her back 
somewhat. She won well, 
however, in a strong class. 
Her live weight was 11 ewt. 
15 lb. By an upsetting of 
the Edinburgh judgment, 
against which, however, 
there could be no complaint, 
Mr. Cumming, Kinermony, 
was placed second with the 
Georgina heifer Georgette of 
Kinermony, by Evenwood of 
Harviestoun, a heifer of 
great quality and beautiful 
top, though offering to get a bit uneven over the rib. Mr. Howison, Lochbank, 
was third with Perfection’s Pride, by the Lady Ida, sire Ides, which won leading 
Place at the Scottish National, but which is very bare in the underline.

heifer from Bourne Park, which was the highest weight in the class, came fifth.

FIRST CROSSES 
Contrary to previous experience 
the show of first crosses was very limited. Ca 
The only entry in the Yearling Steer class not being forward, the judges 
passed on to the Two-year-olds, and here they found nothing to disturb the order 
established at Birmingham, where Mr. Douglas Fletcher was not only first in the 
class, but was also reserve champion of the show with his 17 ewt. 1qr. 24 Ib. ox 
by Black Ebro. The Earl of Durham was second with a steer by Gaffer 5th of 
Banks, which weighed 14 ewt. 13 Ib., while a British Fresian-Shorthorn cross, 
weighing 19 cwt, 2 ar. 1 lb., won third for Mr. Chantry. In grading days this 
would be a useful carcass, but distance from the ground, weight of bone, and want 
of quality seemed to be features of the cross that would be against its success 
in a market where quality was an essential. ; 
In the class for Yearling Heifers Mr. Douglas Fletcher was again first, 
leading with the popular Shorthorn-Aberdeen-Angus cross,.a nice 12 ewt. 1 qr. 23 
Ib. heifer of useful type. The Earl of Durham was second with a heifer by the 
Aberdeen-Angus sire Luck 2d of The Burn, and from a Shorthorn dam, and the 
Duke of Portland followed with a heifer bred on similar lines. 
It was, however, in the third or other crosses that there appeared the best 
of the cross-bred classes. It is generally accepted that the best quality should be 
found in the first crosses, but ‘‘other’” crosses were far superior, and victory was 
lying all along the line of the cattle bred with a double dash of Aberdeen-Angus 
blood. This was the case in almost every one of the leading entries. Mr. Howi- 
son was first in a class of four Yearling Steers with the steer which was first 
at Edinburgh. He is by an Aberdeen-Angus sire and out of a first-cross cow. 
The Earl of Durham was second with a heifer from an Aberdeen-Angus founda- 
tion, but with two crosses of Shorthorn sires, while it was the other way about 
with the breeding of the third prize winner, shown by Mr. Perrins, which was 
third at the Edinburgh Show. 
There were eight entries of Tweyear-old Steers, a class which contained 
Mr. Alex. Reid’s Edinburgh champion and Mr. W. P. Turner’s second prize win- 
ner at the Birmingham Show. 
There had been wonderings amongst Northern feeders which of the two 
steers would lead at Smithfield, but there was no dubiety as to the claims of the 
Marypark steer, which at 2 years 8 months 2 weeks gave a return of 16 ewt.2 ar. 
8 lb., as against 16 ecwt. 20 Ib. for Mr. Turner’s steer at 2 years 11 months. Mr. 
Reid’s steer is a magnificent butcher’s animal, and it is only by being hypercritic- 
al that faults may be found with him. On the top he is inclined to be a little 
hard ; behind the shoulder he 
could do with more cover; 
his rump from hooks back 
might be more even, and he 
could also stand improvement 
in the thigh. But when this 
has been said there remains 
nothing but praise for this 
grand steer, which carries 
a grand top-line of unbroken 
straightness, and ought to 
yield a splendid carcass of 
prime meat. Mr. Turner re- 
tained his Birmingham po- 
sition with his useful three 
parts Aberdeen-Angus cross, 
and Mr. Cannon was third 
and fourth with steers bred 
by Mr. Cheyne, Aberdeen- 
shire. 
BLUE BELL A YEARLING 
The Yearling Heifer 
class was a notable one, and 
it had a worthy leader jn 
Mr. J. F. Cumming’s Blue 
Bell, which just escaped be- 
ing made champion at the 
Scottish National. She is 
by the Aberdeen-Angus sire 
Edgar of Dalmeny, now at 
the head of the herd of Mr. 
Scripps, U. S. A., and is out 
of an Aberdeen-Angus Short- 
horn cross cow. She is a perfect model of the type which has been set up by the 
Smithfield standard—no grossness or roughtness about her, her well-sprung rib 
and straight top line being packed with splendidly handling flesh. Mr. Reid, 
Marypark, was second with a blue grey heifer, bred by Mrs. Smith, Cragganmore. 
Mr. Howison, Lochbank, was third, and Mr. Lax, Yorks, fourth. 
There was only one Two-year-old Heifer, a black, bred by the late Mr. Dun- 
can Stewart. She is an Aberdeen-Angus sire, and out of a Hereford-Shorthorn 
cross dam.

—. cs Tg It is, however, highly gratifying that so much 
interest should be manifested by the public in. stock feeding and 
agricultural results generally. ‘lhere was a shortage, by no means 
nexpected in view of the somewhat abnormal conditions still pre- 
vailing in regard to feeding, of live stock, chiefly in the pure bred 
classes, but the animals on exhibition were satisfactorily represent- 
ative of the breeds. In certain of the cross-bred classes, and par- 
ticularly in the section for fat cows—almost a special product in 
the Edinburgh district, where a year’s milking is followed by fat- 
tening for the butcher—comvetition was exceedingly strong, and 
the sheep and pig sections were also admirably representative of 
the breeds exhibited. Visitors at the recent Norwich and Birming- 
ham shows did not hesitate to give the Scottish National the leading 
position as regards the quality of the stock. The Scottish cham- 
pion and reserve champion are among the animals which will also 
appear at Smithfield. 

The chief entries were: Cattle, 70; sheep, 42; roots, grain, and 
potatoes, 322. A sheep carcass competition was a new feature, 
while a buttermaking exhibition and competition was a source of 
the greatest interest to the crowds present. 

espite the somewhat unsatisfactory character of last season 
agriculturally, the display of roots and grain, well staged and at- 
tracting much attention, left little or nothing to be desired. No 
doubt the projected Scottish Plant Breeding Station would prove 
itself of substantial service to the farming community, but, recall- 
ing earlier exhibitions, it could confidently be said that progress 
and mprovement are gradually asserting themselves. It was noted 
that in the Swede or Yellow Turnip sections exhibits which had any 
marked tendency to coarseness or lack of quality had no chance of 
a prize, while the samples of erain on view were mainly of excel- 
lent weight, size, color, and handling. 


Pedigree Stock 


‘Comparatively early on Wednesday morning judging had begun 
and the championships were awarded shortly after one o’clock. 
The weather was mainly of a dry character, and mild for the sea- 
son, with the result that the light was good, the conditions comfort- 
able, and the stock was shown to advantage. 

Dealing with the classes in the order catalogued, Shorthorn 
steers, not exceeding two years old drew two entries only, both be- 
ing from Messrs. James Buchanan & Co., Bankier Farm, Banknock, 
by’Bonnybridge. The first prize was awarded to a light roan, one 
year, six months, three weeks, and a day old, weighing 11 cwts., by 
Beaufort Ringleader and out of a Collynie Golden Stamp dam. The 
other was a red steer, by the same sire, and at one year, eight 
months, and a dav weighed 11 cwt. 78 lbs. Both were quite good 
types bred by exhibitors. None were forward between two and 
three years old. ; 

For Shorthorn heifers not exceeding three years old, two only 
were also shown, each, it is understood, twin with a bull, and both 
exhibited by Mrs. D. Stewart of Millhills, Crieff. The first and the 
breed silver meda! were awarded Mrs. Stewart for the roan, Lady 
of the Mint, by Collynie Bright Star, and out of a Captain of the 
Mint dam. She scaled 11 cwts. 66 lbs. at one year, seven months, 
two weeks and a day. The second prize went for Millhills Baroness 
2d, a red by Cupbearer of Collynie and out of a Collynie Cruick- 
shank dam. She was a day older, and scaled 10 cwts. 84 Ibs. She 
was placed reserve in judging the breed championship. Both were 
evenly fleshed Shorthorn types, the champion being a particularly 
nice specimen. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed had also a small but select repre- 
sentation. For steers not exceeding two yars old first prize went to 
Mr. C. W. Dyson Perrins of Ardross, for Clarence of Dalmore by 
Enero of Glenlogie and out of Clare of Duthie. At one year, sev- 
en months, one week and two days he weighed 10 ewt, 3 lbs., and is 
a low-standing, evenl-- fleshed, very well topped specimen. He won 
the breed cup. The other exhibit, shown by Mr. William Meiklem, 
Begg. Kirkcaldy, of his own breeding, was by Elginor and out of 
Ecotta Eth of Duthie. He scaled 10 ewts. 83 Ibs. at one year, six 
months, and two weeks. ; 

Mr. Meiklem was the only exhibitor of older steers, showing a 
very good specimen, also by Elginor and out of Eisa of The Dell 
by Ebonist of Braevail. At two years, six month, and three weeks 
he sealed 14 ewts. 16 lbs., and looked a fine lengthy bullock of ex-

_ Only two heifers were on view. The 
winner belonged to Mr. A. W. Howison, 
of Lochbank, Blairgowrie. This was 
Perfection’s Pride by Ides and out of 
Pride 65th of Braevail by Ebonist of Bal- 
lindalloch. She weighed 10 ewts. 48 Ibs., 
at 1 year, 9 months, 2 weeks, and 3 days, 
and was level backed and well fleshed if not quite so deep in the 
underline as might be desired. She had reserve for the breed cup. 
The other represntative wes Georgette of Kinermony, bred by Mr. 
J. F. Cumming, and by Evenwood of Harviestoun, and out of Georg- 
ina of Downiehills by Dunblane of Aldbar. At 1 year, 11 months, 
and 2 weeks, she scaled 11 cwt. This is an animal of outstanding 
quality and well sprung rib, if not altogether so evenly modelled as 
the victor. 

The Galloway breed was represented by one steer only, shown 
by Sir R. W. Buchanan, Jardine, Bart, of Castlemilk, and bred by 
Col. J. Murray Kennedy, of Knockvalling, Galloway. By Mangus 
of Killearn, he is out of a dam by Lear. At 1 year and 11 months, 
he turned the scale at the very satisfactory weight of 11 ewt. 4 lbs., 
and deserved the breed honors. 

It disappointed many that the picturesque Highland breed had 
two representatives only. One was the brindled steer, Fear Mor, 
bred and shown by Mr. L. A. Stewart, of Lochdhu, Nairn. He was 
the heaviest animal in the showyard, though a few of the fat cows 
were only a few lbs. less in weight. Scaling 18 cwts. 63 lbs., he was 
5 years, 7 months, 1 week, and a day old. A great shaggy beast of 


_ unusual range of horns, he was regarded as one of the best repre- 


sentatives of the breed seen at this show for years. Broadbacked, 
squarely built, and showing admirable substance, he was not quite 
so pliable in the handling as a younger animal might have been. 
He was, nevertheless, a worthy breed champion. 

_._The other representative, from the same exhibitor, was the 
heifer Laochag, another brindle, but though 3 years, 8 months, 3 
weeks and a day old, looking almost like a calf beside the “big 
brother.” The weight of the heifer, however, was the quite satis- 
factory one of 13 cwts. 68 lbs. 


Cross-Bred Stock 


It was in the cross bre: section that the champion and reserve 
champion were found, and both belonged three-quarters or more to 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed. The younger class of steers was head- 
ed by a black doddie from Lochbank, bred by Mr. Howison. His 
sire was Ides, an Aberdeen-Angus bull, and his dam an Aberdeen- 
Angus Shorthorn. At 1 year, 9 months, and 2 days, he turned the 
scale at 11 cwts. 64 lbs. Very level and handling well, he did not 
come out to full alvantage over the roast. The second prize went 
to a blue grey, fully three weeks older, which weighed 12 ecwts. 5 
lbs. He was shown by Mrs. Smith, Pittodrie Home Farm, Pitcaple, 
Aberdeenshire, and was bred by Mr. John Stewart, St. Fink, Blair- 
gowrie. His sire was Aberdeen-Angus and dam, Shorthorn. The 
other, three being in the class, was from Andross, also a blue-gray 
bred by the Rev. Chas. Fraser, Manse of Croy, Inverness-shire. At 
1 year 8 months and a day, he turned the scale at 12 cwts. 10 lbs., 
thus beating the others in weight but he stood rather high, and 
lacked rib development. Another year would make him a formid- 
able opponent. His sire was the Aberdeen-Angus Black Boy of 
Moyness, and his dam a Short Horn-Cross. 

The next class was the feature of the show—steers between 
two and three years old. Here there were nine entries, and while 
there was a decided “tail-nd”, the first four or five were grand 
beasts. It was from this class that the supreme champion was 
found. And a worthy champion, too! A single glance by the 
judges placed him at the tap, and he required no further inspection. 
Named Lewis, he was shown by Mr. Alexander Reid, Marypark, 
Ballindalloch, and was bred by Mr. Lewis Stewart, Auldich, in the 
same neighborhood. His sire was Mascot of Tomdow, his dam be- 
ing an Aberdeen-Angus cross, and his black glossy coat proclaimed 
him a real doddie. Two years, 8 months, 1 week, and 6 days old, 
he turned the scale at 16 cwts. 87 lbs., and one could hardly like to 
find beef more equally laid on. With a great broad back, and mag- 
nificently sprung rib, he possesses remarkable girth and denth, is 
undoubtedly a picture of symmetry and quality, and handles like a 
kid glove. Naturally, he proved a stall sensation. 

Mr. George Findlater, Jerviswood Mains, Lanark, had the sec- 
ond ticket with an unusually good black, bred by Mr. Peter Clark, 
Birkenbog, Cullen. His sire also was Aberdeen-Angus and his dam 
Cross. He was a few weeks ‘younger than the champion and near- 
ly a ewt. lighter, being 15 cwts. 95 lbs. He had not quite the roast 
devclamenil of the winner, but is a great level quality animal. 
There was a little hesitation among the judges as to the placing of 
the third, fourth, and fifth steers, though it did not seem that there 
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was much doubt about the right to his position by the animal placed 
third. This was a fine blocky red steer presented by Mr. William 
Meiklem, Begg, and bred to Mr. W. J. Brewster, Grant, Thorn, 
Blairgowrie, obviously like the Ballindalloch and Aberlour neighbor- 
hoods, a centre for breeding potential fat stock prize winners as 
well as Aberdeen-Angus champions. This splendid quality bullock 
which may have been less perfect, in the neck conformation than 
desirable, was sired by Redmond of Ballintuim 4th, a red Aberdeen- 
Angus while his dam was an Aberdeen-Angus Cross. He 
weighed 15 cwts. 61 Ilbs., at two years and ten months 
Sir John R. Findlay, K. B. E., of Aberlour, had fourth 
for a symmetrical blue-grey bred by Mr. James Macdonald, Byres, 
Spey Bay, the sire being a Shorthorn and the dam an Aberdeen- 
Angus cross sired by Polo of Coynachie. At 2 years 7 months 
and 2 days he weighed 15 ewts. 57 lbs. 
Edgar of Dalmeny Sire of Blue Bell 


For cross bred heifers not exceeding two years old, Mr. J. F. 
Cumming, Kinermony Farm, Aberlour, and Mr. A. W. Howison of 
Lochbank, Blairgowrie, were the only contestants, and the honor 
went to the former with his beautiful grey heifer, Blue Bell, bred 
by himself, and sired by his well known stock bull, Edgar of Dal- 
meny, also the sire of the 2100 guineas calf at Perth. As an en- 
thusiast remarked during the judging, “she is quality all over,” 
and is emphatically a model of symmetry and finish. At 1 year, 9 
months and 5 days she weighed 11 cwts, 23 lbs., carrying a beauti- 
ful covering of flesh on the finest of bone. Mr. Howison’s heifer 
was a day older, and scaled 75 lbs. more. The sire in her case was 
a Shorthorn, Balnakyle Leader, and the dam a Shorthorn-A berdeen- 
Angus. She is a very nice specimen, if not showing the exquisite 
conformation of the winner, and, as she ultimately proved, reserve 
to the supreme champion. 

For older heifers, 
Mr. William J. Reid, 
Fordhouse, Montrose, 
had first, in a class of 
two, for a great black 
heifer bred by the late 
Mr. Duncan Stewart of 
Millhills. Her sire is 
the Aberdeen - Angus 
Revenge of Inchgower, 
and her dam a Here- 
ford-Cross. At 2 years 
and 9 months _ she 
weighed 15 ewts. 86 lbs. 
The other heifer, tho 
only a fortnight voung- 
er, had her weight re- 
turned at 11 ecwts. 93 
lbs. Bred by Mr. David 
Arnot, The Mains, Ed- 
zell, her sire was a 
Shorthorn, and dam, an 
Aberdeen-Angus. 

In the section for 
prizes presented by the 
President, Sir John R. 
Findlay, and open to 
tenant farmers only, 
for a steer, any breed 
or cross, not exceeding 
three years old, Mr. 
Findlater, Jerviswood 
Mains, had the leading 
honor with a roan, 2 years, 8 months, and a day, and scaling 15 
ewts. 20 lbs. Bred by Mr. William F. McKenzie, Auchenreath, 
Portgordon, he was sired by an Aberdeen-Angus bull, his dam be- 
ing a cross. This was a blocky bullock of obviously fine beefing 
qualities. 

Mr. William Meiklem had second for a black steer by the Aber- 
deen-Angus sire, Elginor, 1 year, 6 months and 2 weeks, and scaling 
10 ewts. 66 lbs. The dam was a Shorthorn Cross. Mr. William 
J. Reid, Fordhouse, Montrose, got third for another black bullock, 
2 years, 8 months and 3 weeks, and scaling 14 ewts. 15 lbs. Bred 
by the late Mr. Duncan Stewart, he was sired by the Aberdeen- 
Angus Revenge of Inchgower, and his dam a Shorthorn Cross. 

There were also three entries in the heifer class, not exceeding 
two years old. Mr. Reid, Marypark, had a good winner in a blue- 
grey, 1 year, 9 months, 2 weeks, and 4 days, weighing 11 cwts. 15 
lbs. She was bred by Mr. Gordon Smith, Cragganmore, Ballin- 
dalloch, and by the Aberdeen-Angus bull, Eclipser of Pitfour, and 
out of a Cross cow. The second ticket went to Mr. J. F. Cumming, 
Kinermony, with another nice black heifer by Edgar of Dalmeny, 
and with an Aberdeen-Angus dam. She scaled 10 ewts. 78 lbs., at 
1 year old. Third prize went to Mr. Thomas Bain, East Mains of 
Ballechin, Ballinluig, for a blue-grey by an Aberdeen-Angus bull, 
and out of a Shorthorn dam. She scaled 9 ewts. 28 lbs., at 1 year, 
6 months and 3 weeks.

GET THE BEST YOU CAN FIND! 

Don’t think that the U. S. Government’s campaign against the 
scrub sire is meant only for animals without pedigrees. There’s 
plenty bulls being used as herd headers that are tearing down in- 
stead of building up. Take a bunch of extended pedigrees and 
study the bulls in them if you wish to get an idea of the necessity 
of great bulls in building great herds. Take the last International 
grand champion bull, cow, carcass, champion Aberdeen-Angus steer; 
yes, and the grand champion carlot, and note the influence of great 
bulls. Great bulls did the trick. There is no way to get to the top 
in breeding either pedigree cattle or steers like using outstanding 
bulls. Name over the men who have made and are making breed 
history and they are all men who insisted on good bulls as a found- 
ation to success. The example of N. E. Franklin, who has topped 
the Chicago market for nine successive years with his Aberdeen- 
Angus baby beeves, bred and fed by himself, is an outstanding ex- 
ample of men who succeed with steers. Land never gets too high 
for men like this to feed steers instead of selling off crops. His 
grass land returns him more than his corn land where land is val- 
ued at $500 an acre, but he always buys top bulls—$500 ones when 
bulls could be bought under $100, and $1,000 to $2,000 ones now. 

Take a look at your herd bull, and then get the judgment of 
somebody who knows bulls. If he isn’t delivering the goods in 


better packages than you have, send him away to the packers and 
go bull hunting. Don’t wait to learn the bull end of the game by 
several years of watchful waiting. A fundamental rule every 
breeder, big or little, old timer or beginner, can accept as gospel 
is that the best bull to be had is the only one to have.

Logan Organized State Baby Beef Show 


J. J. Logan, he of the apt simile and the 
Florida smile, has just pulled another good 
one that is keeping the followers of the 
other kinds sitting up nights to figure out 
something to hold back the Doddies from 
annex.ng the entire Southeastern corner of 
the U. S. A. It is a Florida Baby Beef 
Club. Mr. Logan started off his organiza- 
tion with a feast on baby beef, 42 charter 
members coming in to put the baby beef 
idea over in Florida. Six presidents and 
vice-presidents of banks, the mayor of Jack- 
sonville, president of the Rotary Club, pres- 
ident of the Florida Cattlemen’s Association, 
president of the city council, as well as the 
sheriff of the county and the chief of police 
are included. 

But let the home paper tell about the de- 
ings of Mr. Logan and his plan to make 
Florida famous with Aberdeen-Angus baby 
beef. (There was a place to run in some- 
thine about the “Logan idea that would 
bring in the Logan-berries”, but such lang- 
uage is too slangy to use here, so we’ll pass 
it by with the mere thought.) 

After partaking of the beef dinner given last 
evening at the Belrnont Cafeteria by J. J. Logan, 
winner of the grand champion prize for yearling 
steers at the Florida state fair, the fifty guests pres- 
ent organized The Baby Beef club. One of the 
principal aims of the members of this organization 
is to enjoy a beef dinner every year. It was agreed 
that the winner of the grand champion steer honors 
in the baby beef class should give a similar dinner 
every year. Mr. Logan expressed an earnest desire 
to get stuck again for the dinner next year. He was 
unanimously elected president of the club. 

The baby beef was cooked to a queen’s taste. 
Prectically every man present was more or less ac- 
quainted with first class beef and all agreed that 
they had never eaten better meat than that furnish- 
ed by “Kings Road Mike”, the steer which won the 
ribbon for Mr. Logan. The menu was made up of 
beef first, last and all of the time. No one wanted 
much of anything else. 

Great Industry Boosted 


While the dinner itself was greatly enjoyed and 
Mr. Logan’s hospitality highly appreciated the affair 
was more than a mere dinner. In fact after the beef 
had been consumed, Mr. Logan introduced a number 
of speakers all of whom had something good to say 
regarding the live stock industry in Florida. Those 
who spoke were practical men who have been active- 
ly engaged in one way or another in improving the 
grade of hogs and cattle raised in Florida. 

These men told of their experiences and progress. 
All of the big banks were represented and these men 
stated they had great faith in the future of the busi- 
ness. They expressed the hope that those interested 
would continue the good work until the state could 
boast of at least 5,000,000 head of cattle and 10,000,- 
000 ‘head of hogs. One of the bankers said that if 
there were 6,000,000 head of good grade cattle in 
the state 500,000 steers could be sold annually there- 
by bringing in $100,000,000 to the pockets of the 
stockmen of the state. 

Progress is Gratifying 

Those present who have their money invested in 
the industry declared that they felt the state would 
soon come into its own if the present progress was 
kept up. The fact that all of the grand champion- 
ships at the International show in Chicago last fall 
were won by Southern breeders, some of them Florida 
men, proved what is being done. The point was 
made that the cattle tick must be eradicated to get 
the best results. One of the officials of one of the 
largest banks said that he had seen what the tick 
would do to cattle and he urged the breeders to keep 
up the fight to clear the state of this pest. 

The handicaps under which the desired changes 
are being made were discussed by those directly in- 
terested in the work. It was explained that the boys 


and girls were the easiest to convince of the neces- 
sity of killing off the tick. These young farmers have 
been induced to raise hogs and cattle to a consider- 
able extent and all are in favor of a tick free state. 
Pig clubs, dairy clubs, and similar organizations are 
being formed with best results. The future was de- 
clared to be bright because of this fact. 


Many Good Speeches. 


There were seventeen speeches during the even- 
ing not to mention some who repeated and those who 
nominated and seconded the proposition to form the 
Baby Beef club and election of its officers. Those 
who spoke not only made sound arguments for the 
development of the live stock business, but enlivened 
their discourses with numerous stories and _ illustra- 
tions. 

The speakers included the following:

L. Wilson, vice president of the Florida National 
bank; Z. C. Herlong, of Micanopy, winner of the 
grand championship for sows at the International 
show in Chicago; Loren H. Green, president of the 
Rotary Club; St. Elmo W. Acosta, city commissioner ; 
A. P. Anthony, president of the Peoples bank; Dr. 
W. F. Blackman, L. L. Meggs, chairman of the board 
of county commissioners; R. W. Dunlap, president 
of the Southern Cattle Feeders’; Edward W. Lane, 
president of the Atlantic National bank; Arthur F. 
Perry, president of the Florida National bank; Mayor 
John W. Martin, A. W. Cockrell, Jr., president of 
the chamber of commerce; C. P. Kendall, vice presi- 
dent of the Barnett National bank; H. B. Minium, 
president of the United States Trust Company; F. C. 
Groover, organizer of the Pig clubs and Dr. E. M. 
Nighbert, head of the tick eradication movement in 
the state. 

Following the speaking, Mr. Logan was given a 
rising vote of thanks for the dinner.

Every year, too, Col. Colton would 
write a letter to Secretary Gray inclosing 
newspaper clippings telling of the annual 
reunion of the Jayhawkers who survived 
the Death Valley trek. Only Col. Colton 
and L. Dow Stephens of California were 
surviving at the last two reunions, as we re- 
eall the clippings; and now Col. Colton has

= few weeks ago the Saturday Evening 
Post ran a story by Frederick R. Bechdolt 
telling the story of the Jayhawkers and their 
expedition, and the Editor had written Col. 
Colton for comments and sidelights on the 
story with the hope of printing it in the 
Aberdeen-Angus Journal, but Mr. Colton 
must have already been stricken, for no 
answer was received. 

Below we reprint the story from the 
Galesburg, Ill., daily Republican-Register, 
which touches the main points in the life 
of this remarkable pioneer and kreeder of 
Aberdeen-Angus: 

Col. John B. Colton, veteran of the Civil war 
and famed as one of the Jayhawkers who crossed 
the plains in 1849 and nearly perished in Death’s 
Valley, died in St. Frances hospital, Grand Island. 
Nebraska, at 10:20 o’clock last Thursday morning 
from the effects of injuries sustained on the rail- 
road train on his way home from Buzzard Roost 
Ranch, Nebraska. The body arrived here Sunday, 
accompanied by the sons Chauncey S., of this city 
and Edward T. of Cincinnati and was taken to the 
family home on North Broad street. 

Col. Colton left here for his ranch about the first 
of September, had attended to matters there, and had 
started for home. Just before entering Grand Is- 
land, on Thursday, October Sixteenth the train stop- 
ped a moment. It is thought that Col. Colton may 
have arisen from his seat, when the train suddenly 
starting again he was thrown violently against the 
seat in such a manner that his right hip was frac- 
tured. 

Sketch of His Life 


Col. Colton was the son of Chauncey Sill, and 
Emily H. (McLanathan) Colton and was born in 
Monson, Me., August 11, 1831, and so had passed 
his eighty-eighth year. The family came to Gales- 
burg in 1836, and the father was the first merchant 
of the colony and soon had a very extensive business. 

He shipped the first beef and pork, grain and 
cattle from Central Illinois. The route of shipments 
was down the Illinois and Mississippi river to New 
Orleans, thence by sea to New York and Liverpool 
and in his boyhood days Col. Colton saw much of 
this expansion. The son received his education in the 
schools of the city and in the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Joined the Jayhawkers 


But the spirit of adventure was in his veins and 
when early in 1849 it was proposed to organize a 
company here to go to California, he was quick to 
join his fortunes in this quest. The outfitting was 
done here and the start was made from here, accord- 
ing to L. Dow Stephens, March 28, 1849. The out- 
fits generally consisted of three to four yoke of oxen, 
good strong wagons, well loaded with provisions, bed- 
ding and clothing. 

The trip to Salt Lake City was accomplished 
without great difficulty, but in crossing the desert 
west of there, the party had terrible experiences and 


_ with his father-in business. 


in Death’s Valley nearly perished. Several died, and 
the rest were reduced to great extremities. They 
finally succeeded in reaching a Spanish settlement 
where they were treated with greatest kindness and 
restored to health and strength. Some thirty or 
thirty-five years ago the survivors of this trip began 
observing the anniversary of their deliverance from 
Death Valley horrors, and Col. Colton was the soul 
of this celebration, preserving scrupulously all the 
annals, letters, newspaper accounts of the gatherings, 
pictures, clues of missing members, stories of scouts 
that were met and all that was interesting about the 
country traversed. Each year these famous travelers, 
who termed themselves Jayhawkers held the banquet, 
went over the story, paid tributes to the dead, sent 
greetings to the living who could not come, and kept 
memory green. One by one death claimed the trav- 
elers, until only L. Dow Stephens and Col. Colton 
were left, and now the former at the age of 92 is the 
sole survivor. At 89 Mr. Stephens wrote a story of 
the experiences of the Jayhawkers, which Col. Colt- 
on placed on sale here. 


In addition to the memorabilia of the journey, 
Col. Colton collected all possible information regard- 
ing the famous scouts and pioneers and explorers 
of the west, about the cities as they developed, about

great men and scenes of his day, and these he has 
preserved in a number of great volumes, the value 
of which historically is great. 


Friend of Great Scouts 


It was on this trip and subsequent journeys across 


the west that Col. Colton became acquainted with such 
famous scouts as Kit Carson and James Bridger, 
with General John C. Fremont and Col. Cody and 
other noted frontiersmen. He had a great fund of 
incidents about these men. In later years he interest- 
ed himself greatly in the movement to have justice 
done the memory of Bridger, Fremont and Carson. 
Col. Cody on the occasion of his last visit here was 
a guest of Col. Colton and also of late years in the 
west they had a most congenial meeting. 

After his California experiences Col. Colton re- 
turned to Galesburg and for years was associated 
He became greatly in- 
terested in the building of the Burlington railroad. 
His father was one of the main factors in securing

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rs’ Markets Puts Premium on Quality 
By Joseph M. Carroll. 


ear 1919 was a rather uneven 
get as regards the cattle mar- 
ket, and a glance back through 
the year just ended reveals that 
features were numerous that 
worked for or against the good 
of the situation. The early part 
of the year was featured by lib- 
eral liquidation and prices naturally work- 
ed lower and continued on such abasis un- 
til late in the spring. Fluctuations were 
severe at times but the market always show- 
ed its ability to react from low points and 
consequently when the entire year is taken 
into consideration prices average up well 
compared with the previous year. 

During the early months of the vear re- 
ceipts were of a size that led to the belief 
that new records would be established. But 
during the summer months, supplies drop- 
ped to a small size. Again late in the year, 
there was liberal liquidation, especially on 
the part of western range owners. But the 
closing weeks of the year were compara- 
tively light. The arrivals at Chicago for 
the year figure among the three largest 
on record but were nearly 300,000 below 
1918. 

At the seven principal western markets 
Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, St. Louis, 
Sioux City, St. Joseph and St. Paul, close 
to twelve and one half million cattle were 
received during 1919, the total however be- 
ing nearly 800,000 less than 1918. And 
while the number of head was smaller, the 
average weight of offerings was lighter, 
meaning an even smaller supply of beef 
than the figures actually indicate. 

Early in the year there was a fair export 
business for beef, this demand taking the 
medium grades and leaving the better clas- 
ses for home production. While this de- 
mand was in force the market was featured 
iy fair action, but as soon as the foreign 
demand dwindled, it was reflected in the 
market for live animals where prices de- 
clined sharply. The summer months saw 
a reactiion in the market and cattle showing 
quality sold at prices highest ever known 
for the summer months of the year. 

The usual fall rush of western range cat- 
tle to market caused a weaker trend for the 
plain native cattle that came into direct 
competition with the rangers. The spread 
in price values widened. the choice to 
prime grades holding up well while the com- 
mon grassy grades sold comparatively low. 
The break in hog prices about this time had 
a weakening effect on prices, as pork pro- 
ducts were selling at a low level and beef 
had to drop to meet the competition. 

During the year it was a case of getting 
quality, as far as buyers were concerned. 
Never before in the history of the trade was 
the supply of prime finished steers so small. 
The supplies carried a lot of plain to medium 
cattle, in fact at most times the proportion 
of the low priced grades being in excess of 
the demand. There were not enough of the 
top grades to take care of trade require- 
ments and buyers in their keeness to se- 
cure offerings forced prices for top grades 
to new record levels. During December 
some prime lowa fed steers averaging 
around 1600 pounds sold at $21.50, being 
exactly $1.00 per hundred higher than the 
record previous to this year. 

The prices that killers paid for the best 
grades indicated that a shortage of quality 
offerings exists and leaves room for the de- 
velopment of better stock, that can be fin- 
ished to prime quality, this being brought 
about by the introduction of better blood in 
the stock to be finished for the market.

A history of 1918 shows that Aberdeen- 
Angus steers played an important part in 
building the steps to new record prices. 
Early during the winter months, E. P. Hall 
established a record when he sent yearlings 
over the scales at $19.80 that averaged less 
than 1,000 pounds. At the time sold, this 
sale stood 50¢ higher than the next highest 
market. Later in the season however, An- 
gus yearlings sold at $20.50, being a record 
and the heavy offerings were selling at 
comparatively best prices, going around 
$21.00 and above. 

The foreign exchange conditions were 
largely responsible for the dropping off of 
exports, as European buyers were forced to 
pay premium prices for supplies purchased

With the range countries well cleared of 
surplus stock, men in the trade feel that 
this shortage will be felt for some time, as 
it takes years to rebuild some of the years 
that were depleted on account of abnormal 
conditions this ‘year. 

With arrivals this year smaller than a 
year ago and prospects of lighter arrivals 
next year, it appears feeders were justified 
in stocking up during the winter months. 
Foreign representatives state that the ex- 
port business of this country should increase 
greatly, as Europe will look to this country 
for supplies, South America and Australia 
being unable to supply the demands that 
are expected to materialize with the rati- 
fication of the peace treaty and the resump- 
tion of normal trading conditions among 
the various foreign countriies.

Mr. Reid, Marypark; the cross-bred yearling 
heifer exhibited by Mr. J. F. Cumming, Kin- 
ermony, the reserve to the former for the 
silver medal in the cross-bred section; the 
yearling Aberdeen-Angus steer from Mr. 
C. W. Dyson, Perrins, Ardross, which won 
the silver medal for this breed; and the 
yearling Aberdeen-Angus heifer from Loch- 
bank which was first in her class and re- 
serve breed champion. It was observed by 
the large ringside that once more the “dod- 
die” supporters had the chief honors among 
themselves. It also became evident, how- 
ever, that the final swing of the judging 
pendulum lay between the cross-bred steer 
and heifer, and here the difficulty arose that 
two judges of the three appeared to favor 
the heifer which had been beaten in the 
eross-bred championship by the steer. It 
was contended for a time that the rule which 
debarred a beaten animal competing for 
the supreme honor applied to the class only 
and not to the breed championship, but the 
officials decided that the heifer, having been 
beaten in the breed cup contest, could not 
win the championship against her former 
victor. Thus the supreme honor fell to the 
Marypark steer, reserve being awarded to 
the Kinermonvy heifer. 

Arising out of the judges’ difficulty, a 
proposal has been made by Mr. Cumming 
and seems likely to be given effect to at 
future shows, to avoid an awkward combli- 
cation of this kirid, that the championship 
judges should also award the special vrizes 
and breed c. ps so that a consistent _contin- 
uity might be obtained in adjudging the 
higher honors. 

Mr. Cumming, at the dinner of the Fat 
Stock Show on Wednesday, also intimate 
his intention of presenting an Aberdeen-An- 
sus breed cup since he had won outright the 
cup presented by the late Col. MclInroy, C. 
B., of The Burn, Edzell, for the best ani 
mal at the show under two years old, bred 
by the exhibitor or which has been in his 
possession for at least the twelve months 
immediately previous to the show. The cup 
had to be won three times, but not neces- 
sarily in succession before becoming the 
property of the winner.

Year’s Review of Doddie Business 


(Continued from Page 6) 


no showing of our breed for two years. Other boys 
fitted their calves better and picked out better types, 
while the whole spirit of the Wisconsin breeders was 
hightened by this campaign and reflected in the way 
calves were supplied and prizes offered. 

“A beginning was made with glass slides for 
lanterns, some 12 sets being made up to circulate 
among agricultural teachers, county agents and calf 
club leaders. Two sets of slides even went to Russia. 
and whether they added or detracted to the “red” 
activities in that unhappy country they at least helped 
carry the gospel of better cattle beyond our own 
boundaries. 

“The moving picture activities of the past year 
were carried ahead, and now that a start has been 
made, the entire expense has been passed on to those 
breeders directly interested. We now have seven 
reels and calls for them are much too heavy to keep 
all dates asked. They have been shown in Canada, 
Florida, California, Ohio, Oklahoma, Georgia, Minne- 
sota, Michigan, Illinois, Virginia and Colorado, as 
well as many other points. The Georgia Agricultural 
Extension people used the southern reel steadily for 
six weeks in a campaign against the scrub. The In- 
ternational Harvester Company took a copy of some 
of the moving pictures for their campaigns for better 
farming. This form of publicity is yet in its infancy, 
and I beg to suggest that any future publicity worl. 
carried on by the Association might profitably in- 
clude a moving picture camera and the making up 
of a reel for every state that could be kept circulat- 
ing from one year’s end to the other. 

“Cost of all form of printed matter has rapidly 
mounted for more than a year, and these have been 
cut down wherever possible. Smaller and fewer 
booklets and leaflets have been printed and these 
with the idea of “getting over” the Aberdeen-Angus 


where acutely needed. Results of Internationals has 
run into the 50,000 class; the Boys Baby Beef Book 
some 10,000; Steer Feeding, 20,000; What’s . Under 
the Hide and Range Finder, 20,000 each; and Aber- 
deen-Angus for the Dairyman another 10,000. These 
have all been cleaned up by the demands for liter- 
ature, as well as 500 sets of photogravures of grand 
champions suitable for framing for high schools, 
banks and county agent offices. Slips showing the 
sale averages for last year were also sent out, while 
the 10,000 edition of the History of Aberdeen-Angus 
has been completely exhausted. The Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal, however, has been used as literature to fill 
many demands of this kind. All in all, this depart- 
ment has distributed some 296,000 pieces of literature, 
and a great share of it, we hope, has fallen on fer- 
tile soil.”

At the annual meeting of the stockholders in Chicago 
for many years past he has been honored with the 
chairmanship of the sessions, and he was most punc- 
tual in attendance. He took great pride in the record 
of the company and was one of its staunchest friends. 


Civil War Veteran 


Col. Colton, as a veteran of the Civil war, en- 
joyed an extensive acquaintance. 


Acquires Large Ranch 


Thirty-five years or so ago Col. Colton acquired 
in western Nebraska a ranch of five thousand acres 
of land, then undeveloped, which has much of the 
time since then been his chief concern. It was then 
twenty-seven miles from a railroad, while now a 
railroad is nearby. After spending a year on the 
ranch, which is called Buzzards’ Roost, and a year in 
Omaha, he moved to Kansas City, where he passed 
24 years as president and owner of the Kansas City 
Loan Company. Eight years ago he returned to 
Galesburg and has since lived in the old family man- 
sion on North Broad street. With duties here and on 
his Nebraska ranch, of which he had made a valu- 
able property, he occupied himself. In a company 
known as the Buzzard Roost Ranch Company, of 
which he was president, he associated a number of 
Galesburg citizens, and the annual meetings of this 
at his home were very pleasant social events.

On December 1, 1868, Col. Colton was united in 
marriage to Mary A. Thomas, daughter of Edward 
Fitch Thomas.
